The  site  of  the  drawbridge  is  about  600  feet,  measured  along  the  western  edge 
of  the  Mahul  Creek,  to  the  north  of  the  centreline  of  the  Pakdi  Creek,  as  shown 
L on  City  Survey  Sheet  No.  fe87,  and  900  feet  measured  along  the  western  edge  of  the 
Mahul  Creek  to  the  south  of  the  centre  line  of  the  Chandani  Creek,  as  shown  on 
Citr  Survey  Sheet  No.  589.  It  is  approximately  730  feet  to  the  east  of  the  old  Tower 
situate  near  the  Laxman  Govind  Salt  Pan  Works  as  shown  on  City  Survey  Sheet 
No.  687.
